FIRST SORTIE AT STEEL MILLS 
BRINGS $10,2o0; COUNTY COM- 
MITTEES WILL MEET AND PLAN 
CONTEST. 

Wednesday night’s downpour did 
not dampen the ardor of the War 
Saving stamp committee, which met 
at the City Hall and reported splen¬ 
did progress in the initial canvass for 
the sale of the little stickers which 
are to “knock the spend out of spend¬ 
thrift.” 

On Wednesday Works Manager N. 
A. Becker of the steel mill planned 
a sortie which was successfully car¬ 
ried out by Joe Walker, his secretary, 
as preliminary to the “Big Push” 
which is to follow. Indicative of what 
can be expected when the steel mill 
contingent really “goes over the top,” 
it was found that out of fifty-six men 
approached, forty-nine agreed to buy 
stamps to the average amount of 
$174.40 each, or more than $8575. A 
later report shows that the total sub¬ 
scribed by steel-mill workmen up to 
Friday noon was $10,250. 

Other Plants Busy. 

J. O. Snyder of the Western Meat 
Company has not compiled the actual 
figures for the amounts pledged by 
the workmen, but reported a novel 
scheme in the way of a daily "pool” 
which was working successfully 
among the office men, and had re¬ 
sulted in the sale of $200 for the first 
few days. Committees at the other 
industries failed to furnish actual fig¬ 
ures, but stated that they are deter¬ 
mined to give their quota and bring 
South San Francisco far away and 
ahead when the big race comes to a 
close on December 31. 

Schools Show Progress. 

While the work among the school 
children has been practically confined 
to acquainting them with the pur¬ 
pose and plan of sale, satisfactory 
progress has been made by the gram¬ 
mar school students, and Prof. Geo. 1 
Britton, in conjunction with the fac¬ 
ulty, is formulating plans for a com¬ 
petition among the freshmen and up¬ 
per classmen of the high school. The 
thrift committee has agreed to pro¬ 
vide such prizes as will prove the 
greatest incentive to activity on the 
part of the high school students.

LOCAL REALTY MEN WILL TOUR 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA SECUR¬ 
ING CONSTRUCTION DATA.

W. J. Martin, E. C. Peck and R. L. 
Stickle will leave Sunday night for 
Southern California on a tour of in¬ 
spection of Los Angeles, Pasadena, 
San Pedro and Torrence, the new in¬ 
dustrial section, to gather ideas for 
the construction of new homes and 
secure data on the most successful 
plans which have been inaugurated 
among the realty men of that section. 

The local realty men have decided 
to build ten houses upon their return 
from the trip, which will last about a 
week. In the houses built here will 
be incorporated the best home build¬ 
ing features of other sections, and 
will closely approach the ideal in 
modern economical construction and 
plan of purchase. 


At its regular meeting on Monday 
night the Board of Trustees passed a 
resolution endorsing the project for 
the building of a road from San Bruno 
crossing to Redwood City which 
would interlink the cities of Colma 
and Daly City with South San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The resolution follows: 

Resolved, By the Board of Trustees 
of the city of South San Francisco in 
meeting assembled on the 28th day of 
January, 1918, as follows: 

Whereas, Hon. Tlios. H. Hickey, 
Supervisor of the First township of 
San Mateo County, has inaugurated 
a movement for the construction of a 
highway interlinking the cities of 
Colma and Daly City with South San 
Francisco; and 

Whereas, Public necessity and the 
development of San Mateo County de¬ 
mand a new highway on the easterly 
side of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
from San Bruno crossing to Redwood 
City, and that such highway has al¬ 
ready been openly advocated by said 
Tlios. A. Hickey. 

New, therefore, be it resolved, That 
this Board conveys to Supervisor 
Hickey its thorough approval of his 
position in these matters and en¬ 
dorses both projects. 

And that in endorsing and urging 
the consummation of such highway 
construction this Board would call 
attention to the fact that the State 
highway is totally inadequate to meet 
present requirements. 

That the rapid expansion and de¬ 
velopment of San Mateo County re¬ 
quires the most complete interlink¬ 
ing highways between its various 
municipalities for mutual benefit. 

That a main highway between San 
Bruno and Redwood City and east of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad will, 
besides relieving the congestion on 
the State highway, make possible and 
desirable niuny features of develop¬ 
ment along the entire waterfront of 
San Mateo County. 

Saloon men Oppose Closing. 

A. J. Baradat, speaking for the in¬ 
dependent saloon-keepers of the city, 
protested against the passing of the 
amendment to the saloon ordinance 
providing for a 9 o’clock closing and 
the regulation of the sale of package 
goods both as to hour and quantity.

Tin:- person of an individual, 
w tlier child or adult, is peculiarly 
sai led, and no one, under ordinary 
cimami: tania . lias the right physic¬ 
ally to examine him without first ob- 
tniiy o t< do. In the 

e..j t.f ei.min u the permission must 
of course be had from parents or 
guardians. 

This right of the individual to im- 
m.mity from phy.-ieal interference, so 
long as In deports himself with due 
regard to the rights ol others, is one 
of the highest rights known to the 
law, and physicians, health officers, 
nurses, school i Hirers and teachers 
hp* as much hound to respect it as 
tin* layman. 

Their professional or oificial posi- 
tieiis invest them with no author¬ 
ity to take liberties with the persons 
of school children or anyone else. 
Tiny have no more right to go over 
tin bodies of children for physical 
defects, or go down their throats in 
search of germs and to take cul- 
tUP s, than lias the janitor of the 
building. 

As illustrating that a physician 
must take no liberties with people, 
cV' ii with those who employ him, the 
following case, which arose some 
time ago iu Minnesota, is instructive: 
A physician informed a patient that 
sin had a diseased condition of her 
rigiit car which required an opera-* 
tion. She gave her consent to the 
operation on the right ear, but after 
the anesthetic was administered he 
discovered that the left ear was in 
such a condition that in his opinion 
he should operate on it instead of the 
right ear, and proceeded accordingly. 

Thereafter she sued the physician 
for operating on one ear when she 
had assented to an operation on the 
other one, and recovered a large sum 
as damages. The Supreme Court of 
the State, after describing what the 
physician had done, used this lan¬ 
guage: “It was a violent assault, not 
a mere pleasantry; and, even though 
no negligence is shown, it was 
wrongful and unlawful.” 

Within the past few years it has 
become the custom in more schools 
than one to submit children to phys¬ 
ical examination and thereafter ex¬ 
clude them from school, and even 
quarantine their homes, on the charge 
that they are germ carriers. This is 
a practice which, it. is believed, has no 
justification, in Jaw, and which, more¬ 
over, is becoming quite as offensive 
to those who believe in present-day 
medical theories as to those who do 
UOt SO believe. 

You will remember that at the last 
session of the Legislature the State 
Board of Health advocated the en¬ 
actment of a statute giving health of¬ 
ficers power to quarantine what they 
style germ carriers. The legislative 
branch of our Government declined to 
enact such a statute, and refused to 
confer such authority. 

Not long thereafter the City Coun- 
cil in Berkeley passed an ordinance 
giving health officers power to isolate 
so-called germ carriers; but as soon 
as the citizens learned what had been 
done, they organized a strong protest 
and filed a referendum petition, with 
the result that the Gitv Council 
promptly repealed the ordinance. 

The fact that health authorities 
have thus asked the Legislature and
